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SENTIMENT HAS CHANGED 


STATUS OF PUBLICITY MOVE 





Future of the Work Will Doubtless be 
Discussed at Next Meeting 
of Union 





Many western managers seem to 
think the “publicity” movement inaugu- 
rated over a year ago is on the wane. 
There has been a notable change in 
sentiment and this is due largely to 
the Kansas rate regulation law. It is 
found in the controversy that the ranks 
are divided. Some companies see in a 
law of that nature a panacea for many 
ills and would not regret to see other 
states pass similar ones. Others re- 
gard it as a dangerous feature. As this 
rate supervision sentiment if likely to 
be expressed in bills before many legis- 
latures, the publicity committee would 
find itself embarrassed in any cam- 
paign of enlightenment it might under- 
take. With a divided house, which sec- 
tion would it represent? 

Psychological Moment Passed 

The psychological moment for effec- 
tive work along publicity lines was 
reached a year ago when the companies 
were prepared for it. The publicity 
committee, it may be said, has done all 
it could under the circumstances. The 
literature it has sent out and the talks 
that have been made under its auspices, 
have been well received. The com- 
mittee is composed of busy men, who 
have a multitude of business duties de- 
manding their attention. An effective 
publicity movement would require a 
well organized bureau, with channels 
of information leading to agents and 
the public in many ways. It would re-

AIM TO RETAIN SUPREMACY 








Eastern Officials Working to Give 
Policyholders Very Best That 
Life Insurance Affords 





(PROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 
New York, Dec. 20—There is much 
consideration in the east as to just how 
far the movement for western and 
southern life insurance companies will 
go. The belief prevails that the east 
will be able to maintain its supremacy 
in the life insurance field over the west 
for the very good reason that it is put- 
ting on the market a better brand of 
the article. Such companies as_ the 
Mutual Benefit and the Penn Mutual 
are realizing new conceptions of what a 
model life insurance company should 
be. The relation of directors to a mu- 
tual company, the proper attitude 
which the officers of such companies 
should take on a thousand and one 
questions, are being carefully studied 
by such men as Rhodes and Lippincott 
and by many others on a scale and 
from points of view that were not 
thought of seriously a few years ago. 
Looking at Promotion Expense 

The organization of many new local 
companies in the west and south and 
the promotion of companies with large 
capital stock placed on the market by 
professional salesmen at a large ex- 
pense, are being considered by eastern 
officials and the probable effects gauged 
with a nicety born of the experience of 
the early struggles of their own com- 
panies and of a knowledge of the de- 
velopment of the business not pos- 
sessed by many western and southern 
men. 

Importance of Movement Recognized 

The importance of the western and 
southern movement is not minimized 
and eastern company officials appre- 
ciate that they will have to bring to 
bear all their powers for superior com- 
pany management and to realize the 
broadest conceptions of a life insurance 
institution in order to hold their own 
against the rising tide from the south 
and west. With this in view, every 
department and feature of the business 
is being gone over and scrutinized anew 
with a view to further specialization 
and improvement. In most of these 
great mutual companies it is not mat- 
ters affecting simply life insurance cost 
that are being considered; it is rather 
a problem of expressing all the elements 
of good management, of mutuality, 
proper representation, safety, efficiency, 
and of the highest type of service gen- 
erally in terms of the lowest possible 
cost. 

Tilustrated by Penn Mutual's Action 

This new spirit is being shown in 
many ways. Consider the manner, for 
instance, in which the Penn Mutual 
treated the question of an increase in 
renewals which was made permissible 
by the recent change in the New York 
law. The following was included in 
Vice-President Passmore’s bulletin to 
the general agents: 

There are some things which companies 
rarely discuss with their agents, pre- 
sumably because their agents are put in 
a class by themselves and are not con- 


sidered a part of the corporation or its 
management, no matter how long or how

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EVIDENCE IS NOT DAMAGING 
STATE MAKES POOR SHOWING 





Antitrust Suits in Kansas Are Being 
Tried—Testimony Shows Rates 
Were Advisory Only 





Topeka, Kan., Dec. 29, 1909—( Special) 
—The hearing of the antitrust case which 
has consumed the time of Judge A. W. 
Dana of the district court here for more 
than a week, closed with the arguments 
of the attorneys Wednesday evening at 
six o’clock and the case was submitted to 
the court. Judge Dana took the case un- 
der advisement and an early opinion is ex- 
pected by the attorneys for the defense 
with a finding in their favor. 

Towards the end of the trial of the case 
Attorney-General Jackson weakened and a 
number of depositions which he had pre- 
pared as evidence were not introduced and 
only a portion of a number of others were 
read. The opinion prevails that the state 
has made a much weaker case than when 
fifty-six of the same companies now on 
trial were tried in the same court in 1903 
and won a victory. 

The case was argued to the court by 
the defendants’ attorneys on three propo- 
sitions : 

First, that the decision and judgment of 
Judge Hazen in 1903 in the former anti- 
trust suit, was an adjudication which was 
binding in this case and an absolute de- 
fense, 

Second, that the rate law of 1909 abso- 
lutely repeals the antitrust law and that 
for this reason this suit cannot be sus- 
tained. 

Third, that the evidence shows over- 
whelmingly that the companies are not in 
any trust of any kind and that the evi- 
dence of the state has wholly failed to 
make a case. 

The attorneys for the defense insist that 
they are entitled to judgment on each and 
all of the three propositions. Thomas 
Bates of Chicago is leading counsel for 
the defendants. 


Topeka, Kan., Dec. 28—(Special cor- 
respondence)—-After two days spent 
sparring for an opening the antitrust 
cases brought by Attorney-General 
Fred S. Jackson against the insurance 
companies were continued Friday until 
Monday, when the trial was again re- 
sumed. The greater portion of this 
time was consumed in the opening of 
the case and the examination of Charles 
E. Eldridge, the use of whose ratings 
is held to constitute a violation of the 
antitrust laws of Kansas. 

In his testimony he admitted the 
compiling of a rate sheet, which he 
placed on the market for sale to those 
desiring to avail themselves of the in- 
formation which it contains. His at- 
torneys claim that this does not con- 
stitute a violation of the laws of Kan- 
sas, and that he has the same right to 
market this work of his brains as has 
any author, business or professional 
man. 

The claim is dwelt upon that the in- 
surance companies or anyone else has 
a perfect right to purchase these rat- 
ings the same as they would the com- 
mercial ratings of Dun or Bradstreet, 
and make such use of them as their 
business transactions might demand. 
Also that these ratings in no way 
bound the purchasers to abide by them 
or name rates to conform with them. 

Rate Cutting Evidence for Companies 

A strong point which has been made 
by the defendant companies is that the 
cutting of rates during the time these 
rate sheets were in use had become so 
notorious and unjust that the last ses- 
sion of the legislature passed a law 
which attempts to unify the rates and 
classifications. When the new law went 
into effect Superintendent Charles W. 
Barnes practically adopted the Eldridge 
classifications and rates as a basis upon 
which the present rates were made. 

The indications are that the greater

FIDELITY UNDERWRITERS PLAN 





Joint Policy to Be Issued Backed by 
the Continental and Fidelity- 
Phenix 





Henry Evans, chairman of the exec- 
utive committee of the Phenix, while 
not addressing THE WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER direct on the subject, made pub- 
lic a telegram in which he stated the 
prediction made in last week’s issue by 
a staff representative of this paper from 
New York, to the effect that J. H. 
Lenehan would retire as western man- 
ager and be succeeded by Assistant 
Manager Street, was not warranted, as 
he has not considered the matter of 
change in management. 


The agents of the Fidelity of New 
York will be taken care of by the Fi- 
delity Underwriters backed by the 
combined policy of the Continental and 
Fidelity-Phenix. Agents of the Fidelity 
Underwriters in the west will report to 
the Continental’s western department. 


Vice-President Kline of the Conti- 
nental states positively that the com- 
pany has no intention of joining the 
Western Union. 


. = 

E. V. Starkweather of Chicago, the 
fire protection expert of the Policy- 
holders Union, has resigned to go with 
the Fidelity-Phenix as fire insurance en- 
gineer. He will occupy a position sim- 
ilar to that held by S. H. Lockett in the 
Continental. His first work will be 
to look into the conflagration liability 
of the Phenix in large cities. 


After Jan. 1, Continental and Fidelity 
agents in Ohio and West Virginia will 
report to Chicago. 

Speculation Over Union Issue 

The burning question in all western 
department offices these days is the 
possible adjustment that will likely be 
made by the Western Union of the 
Fidelity-Phenix and Continental. Each 
man has his opinion and the air is fiull 
of speculation. 

Henry Evans announces the Fidelity- 
Phenix will be a union company. It is 
certain he wants it to be. Mr. Evans 
has too keen a business sense to sacri- 
fice the valuable plant of the Phenix. 
It is so richly and firmly embedded in 
union soil that to uproot it would in- 
volve too great a change. The value of 
the Phenix plant rests in its union com- 
plexion. 

If, as intimated in the New York cor- 
respondence last week, Mr. Evans may 
be elected president of the Fidelity- 
Phenix, it will be difficult to construe 
union rules rigidly and make the com- 
pany still eligible to union member- 
ship and allow the Continental to re- 
main on the outside. The western de- 
partment of the Phenix covers all union 
territory and Mr. Evans would not have 
direct jurisdiction, but it is stated the 
rules do not permit an officer of a com- 
pany in the union to be the command- 
ing official of another company operat- 
ing in the territory in question and 
not be within the fold. 

Continental Could Solve the Problem 

The whole situation would be nicely 
cleared up if the Continental would 
enter the Western Union. Some six 
or eight of the prominent nonunion 
companies would doubtless follow the 
lead of the Continental, and that would 
practically mean the unionization of the 
big majority of their agencies. Some 
western men believe that Mr. Evans 
will eventually see the wisdom of such 
a move and predict a big change soon 
to take place by the influx of almost all 
the big outside companies. These men 
feel the Western Union will grant suf- 
ficient concessions and perhaps revise 
its rules to meet, in part, the objections 
of such companies. 

On the other hand, those who believe 
they know the conditions assert Mr. 





Evans will not swing the Continental 
to union ranks unless the commission 
rule is changed. At one time it is 
stated Mr. Evans was personally in- 
different as to whether the Continental 
joined the Western Union. Vice-Presi- 
dent Kline had his objections and that 
settled it. Mr. Kline says the Conti- 
nental will not become a union com- 
pany and states President Evans has no 
intention of changing any of its existing 
plans. 

If Mr. Evans remains as chairman of 
the Phenix board, there can be no 
union rule that will militate against its 
membership. In whatever position he 
finds himself, Mr. Evans will be the 
controlling force. 

Fidelity Underwriters’ Complexion 

The issue that will bring the union 
problem to a focus will be the Fidelity 
Underwriters, backed by the Continen- 
tal, a nonunion company, and the Fi- 
delity-Phenix, union, operating in union 
territory. It will be difficult to see how 
the rules can be elastic enough to per- 
mit the arrangement. 

Geo. P. Sheldon, the former president 
of the Phenix, died a few days ago. He 
possibly never knew of the disclosures 
and it is with regret that his life ended 
under a cloud. 

Desirability of the Merger. 

The merger of the Phenix and the 
Fidelity brings together a company 
with a large business and consequent 
big reinsurance reserve and one with 
ample capital and net surplus, but 
with a small reserve in consequence. 

The Policyholders Union of Chicago 
advises policyholders of the Phenix to 
exchange their policies for those in the 
Fidelity-Phenix or to get an endorse- 
ment on the old policies that the lia- 
bility thereunder is assumed by the new 


company. The Policyholders Union 
Says: 

Policyholders’ Union Criticizes Phenix 

For more than twenty years the Phenix 
has been the object of criticism and sus- 
picion upon the part of those who are 
well informed in insurance matters. 

Its great success in obtaining a very 
large amount of business and standing 
as a company was accomplished by taking 
great chances upon insufficient capital and 
surplus. 

Its loss experience has been bad, show- 
ing bad underwriting. In years in which 
other well managed companies made hand- 
some gains, the Phenix lagged behind. 
Its treatment of loss sufferers in the San 
Francisco conflagration put it out of the 
grade of first-class companies, though in 
our opinion it never has been in that 
class. 

With more than one thousand millions 
of insurance at risk as of Jan. 1, 1909, 
it has at most eight millions of resources, 
and even that is an uncertain quantity. 

We questioned its ability to meet con- 
flagration losses and received from Mr. 
Evans under date of Dec. 16 this state- 
ment: 

“The matter of the conflagration liabil- 
ity is receiving energetic attention and 
every effort is being made to solve this 
problem at the earliest possible moment.” 

While the Phenix has stood eighth in 
volume of business transacted in the last 
three years, it has been in the twenty- 
second place in the matter of surplus to 
policyholders. 

Companies having far less to contend 
with in the matter of bad history and 
dishonest management have gone down 
under moderate conflagration conditions. 
The holder of a policy in the Phenix has 
been running the chance of at least three 
to one against his chance in companies 
of the first class that conflagration oc- 
curring after a fire loss might cripple or 
bankrupt the Phenix and lessen or de- 
stroy the value of its policies. 

Our opinion now is that policies in the 
Fidelity-Phenix or properly guaranteed by 
that company offer good indemnity. 


Announcement as to Underwriters 


Henry Evans has issued the follow- 
ing circular letter: 


Assuming the proposed merger of the 
Fidelity and Phenix becomes a fact, the 
main or operating office of the company 
will be at 46 Cedar street, New York City. 
It is the intention of the men who will 
officer the new company to let the pres- 
ent union memberships of the Phenix, un- 
der merger conditions, continue undis- 
turbed, and every effort will be made by 
the then officers to conduct the merged 
company without friction either for the 
agents or the underwriting fraternity. 

For the purpose of protecting the pres- 
ent Fidelity agents, an underwriting 
agreement will be entered into as between 
the Continental and Fidelity-Phenix com- 
panies, resulting in the issuance through 
the present Fidelity agents of the policy 
of “The Fidelity Underwriters,” guaran- 





teed by the Continental and the Fidelity- 
Phenix companies, with combined assets 
in excess of thirty-five million dollars. 
This statement of fact is made publicly 
because of the general interest displayed. 





News About Companies 





American Union Fire 


The organization committee of the 
American Union Fire of Philadelphia 
has sent out a call for a meeting of the 
subscribers to the stock to be held Jan. 
26, 1910. The committee adopted a 
preamble and resolution stating that it 
has come to the conclusion that the 
best interests of the company would be 
served and speedier progress made 
were incorporation effected with an 
initial capital and surplus of $500,000, 
instead of waiting with the organiza- 
tion until the $1,000,000 capital and sur- 
plus are subscribed. The meeting is 
called to pass upon this change in the 
plans, and if it is approved, to elect 
officers and take the other steps neces- 
sary for incorporation. Enough of the 
stock has been subscribed to incorpo- 
rate at once on the $500,000 basis. 





International Fire of St. Louis 
It is said the International Fire of St. 
Louis will be ready for examination to 
begin business, Jan. 12, with $500,000 
capital and $750,000 surplus. It is un- 
derstood the company is considering 
material for its underwriter. 





International of Ft. Worth 

The International Fire of Ft. Worth, 
Tex., now has its $500,000 capital and 
like amount of surplus paid in and will 
examined Jan. 3 by the Texas depart- 
ment and then seek admission to vari- 
ous states. W. P. Cassell, formerly spe- 
cial for the Firemans Fund in the south- 
west is secretary and underwriter. It 
will enter Illinois at once and has 
already appointed its Chicago agent. 

The International began business 
Oct. 12 with $204,200 capital paid in 
and $105,563 surplus. 





Security National Fire 
The Security National Fire is being 
organized by business men of Chester, 
Pa. William H. Berry, former state 
treasurer, is chairman of the organiza- 
tion committee. The company will be 
incorporated in this state with capital 
and surplus of $1,000,000 each and its 

home office will be in Chester. 





Springfield Underwriters Mutual 

The Springfield Underwriters Mutual 
of Springfield, O., which was found to 
be impaired, has not had a hearing be- 
fore Attorney General Denman of 
Ohio yet. The department referred 
the matter to him to decide whether the 
management shall be allowed to wind 
up its affairs without a receivership.

Trustees Sue Donnelly 


Suit filed in the common pleas court 
at Toledo on Tuesday by E. R. Torgler 
and Edwin Marshall, trustees of the 
Ohio German Fire, against Circuit 
Judge M. Donnelly and wife, directly 
brings in certain financial transactions 
with the defunct Citizens State Bank of 
Napoleon. The bankruptcy petition 
filed by Donnelly will also be affected. 

The suit is on three notes given by 
Donnelly March 9, 1904, and with inter- 
est now aggregating about $62,500. 
The nofes were secured by mortgage on 
real estate in Henry county. Since the 
Ohio German failure, which was fol- 
lowed by the Citizens State Bank col- 
lapse at Napoleon, it develops that two 
second mortgages on the same land 
were given the bank, aggregating $60,- 
000. These later mortgages were exe- 
cuted at different dates subsequent to 
the Ohio Geman mortgages, but were 
not filed until 1908. Donnelly’s cred- 
itors, who will be affected by the bank- 
ruptcy action are attempting to have 
these two mortgages set aside on the 
grounds that they are a preference. 
No interest, it is claimed, has been paid 
on these notes. Commissioner Lemert 
announces that the cases involving the 
ownership of between $250,000 and 
$275,000 of the securities listed with his 
department by the Ohio German will 
come before Referee Everett this week. 





Companies Will Fight to Remain 


That the Pacific Mutual Life and the 
Firemens Fund insurance companies of 
California intend to keep up their fight 
for the privilege of doing business in 
Nebraska is shown by the filing of an 
amended petition in the Federal court 
at Lincoln last week, showing that the 
annual business of each in Nebraska 
amounted to upwards of $2,000 a year, 
thus giving them the right to maintain 
their action in the Federal court. These 
companies were denied licenses to do 
business in the state under the reciproc- 
ity law, which authorizes the state au- 
ditor to refuse licenses to the insurance 
companies of any state which refuses to 
permit Nebraska companies complying 
with the Nebraska law from doing 
business in that state. The Nebraska 
fire insurance companies are capitalized 
at $100,000 each, and are therefore shut 
out of California, which requires $200,- 
000 capital. The two companies en- 
joined the state auditor from interfer- 
ing with their business, and the state 
came back with the assertion that they 
didn’t have enough at stake to entitle 
them to standing in the Federal court. 
The amended petition is their reply to 
that assertion. 





Queen City Fire 
The Queen City Fire reports its net 
surplus is about $25,000. Its reinsur- 
ance reserve is about $100,000 and un- 
paid losses $35,000.

ity. Whether it deals with brokers who 
secure insurance from agents and re- 
bate or whether the league has an un- 
derground agreement with some com- 
panies is not known.

OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA 


DISCUSS PROPOSED CHANGES 
Much Interest Taken in the Amend- 
ments to be Voted on by 
Cincinnati Club 











The question of amendments to the 
constitution of the Fire Underwriters’ 
Club of Cincinnati will come up for 
action at a meeting which will be held 
early in January, probably at the Busi- 
ness Men’s club. The proposed amend- 
ments were printed in full in a recent 
issue of THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER. 

The general plan aims at the abolish- 
ment: of solicitors. The question of 
solicitors has assumed large propor- 
tions in Cincinnati and it has been gen- 
erally felt for a long time that decisive 
action should be taken. In the pro- 
posed amendments, two moves are 
made, one towards some immediate 
control, the other towards the gradual 
elimination of solicitors from Hamilton 
county. Instead of a deposit of $25 by 
solicitors in the congested district and 
$10 by solicitors outside, an annual fee 
of the same amounts respectively are 
to be paid, and no one is to be licensed 
unless his entire time is devoted to the 
insurance business. 

Another amendment requires that 
“No other person shall be licensed un- 
der this section,” referring to solicitors. 
A number of agents object strongly to 
this feature, as it is felt that the rule 
will work considerable injustice on 
smaller agents until the time when it 
has accomplished its purpose, as new 
agents with a small number of solicitors 
will have to work under a considerable 
handicap for some time. 

Some special agents have also voiced 
an objection to the section forbidding 
the acceptance of second agencies for 
business in the down-town districts. On 
the whole, however, agents seem to be 
in favor of the amendments and the 
likelihood is quite strong that they will 
be adopted. 


Another Whisky Fire 

Another expensive fire lit up Cincin- 
nati last week when the warehouse of 
Sig. & Sol. H. Freiberg, wholesale 
liquors, at 422-4-6 W. Fourth St. was 
almost totally destroyed. The fire 
started in the basement and rapidly 
swept upward through the entire build- 
ing. A general alarm was turned in. 
The work of the firemen was rendered 
especially hazardous and difficult by the 
constant explosions of liquors, and it 
was only by the greatest labor that the 
fire was kept from spreading. The loss 
on the contents is estimated at about 
$100,000 with only $50,000 of insurance. 

Capt. Conway’s automobile ran into 
a tree on the way to the fire. The cap- 
tain seemed to be somewhat bruised but 
kept on his way to the fire. He was 
finally forced by the pain to go to 
a doctor and was taken to his home 
where it has developed that two of his 
ribs were broken and had penetrated

GENERAL VIEW OF THE STATE 





Not Much Profit in Ohio This Year— 
Conditions in Different Cities 
Are Shown 


Columbus, Ohio, December 28—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—While no spe- 
cial estimates have been made, agents 
believe that the loss ratio in this city 
for the year will not be over 35 per- 
cent. Early in the year two large fires 
piled up the losses rather heavily, but 
since that time they have been small 
and the number no greater, perhaps, 
than usual. Columbus is fortunate in 
having the headquarters of all the in- 
surance organizations, the Ohio State 
Fire Prevention Association and the 
office of the state fire marshal. If 
physical inspection and moral influence 
counts for anything, it should indeed 
have the smallest loss ratio of any city 
in the state. 

Field men, however, are not so san- 
guine regarding the state. In all prob- 
ability the percentage will stand higher 
than for some years past, although it 
will not be abnormal. Individual ratios 
in some cases will run very high. The 
state has had such a good record for 
several years past that a high loss ratio 
for one may be taken philosophically. 


The local organization is running 
along smoothly under the new arrange- 
ments made some time ago. Until 
March 1 there will be no change. At 
that time Mr. Huff is to retire from the 
auditing bureau, and some one else will 
be selected to take his place. This is 
not altogether satisfactory to several 
of the agents who have stood by Mr. 
Huff and there is still room for a pro- 
test when the time comes. It seems 
that the expense involved cuts some 
figure in this matter, as well as dif- 
ferences of opinion otherwise. 

To make up for the loss of the serv- 
ices of an active secretary in the organi- 
zation, the new provisions include a 
form committee to be selected from 
among the best underwriters in the 
city. It will consist of five members 
and when any agency proposes a form 
that is not acceptable in every way, it 
is to be submitted to this committee 
and all members are expected to abide 
by its decision. All the agents believe 
that this will be a very satisfactory 
manner of taking care of this often 
troublesome subject. 


A big percentage of the business here 
is controlled by a comparatively few 
large and medium-sized agencies who 
get much of their business direct. They 
are not bothered with a horde of solic- 
itors and, therefore, receive the com- 
missions for what they do. This is one 
of the satisfactory features of the busi- 
ness in Columbus and there is a ten- 
dency to keep it on this basis. The 
sole agency idea is also well main- 
tained, although there are some double- 
headers perhaps. With a good organi- 
—. however, little trouble can re- 
sult. 


Two heavy losses, the Kingsley Paper 
Company and the Sunshine Cloak & 
Suit Company with the Jewett Car 
Company loss, make Newark show a 
bad ratio. Field men are not hopeful 
of an extra good showing in either that 
city or Cincinnati. Dayton also will 
show a heavy loss record. 
Representatives of the companies in 
this state say that Toledo agents will 
run a great risk if they endeavor to 
secure legislation that will better 
agency conditions in that city. The 
history of such movements in the past 
is that legislatures do not often stop at 
the point marked out and in case an 
opportunity is given by the agents 





themselves, the results may be more 
productive of evil than good for both 
them and the companies. They believe 
that insurance men should not ask for 
legislation, but should endeavor to find 
a solution of their problems in some 
other way. 





Agents Must Be Licensed 

A West Virginia local agent writes 
this paper to learn whether any one can 
represent a Lloyds or unincorporated 
concern in the state without being 
licensed. In other words are unin- 
corporated bodies, like Lloyds, inter- 
insurance and partnership associations 
under the jurisdiction of the state de- 
partment. In Illinois and some other 
states any one can represent a Lloyds 
or any unincorporated body and is im- 
mune from state regulation. 

Sec. 56, of Chap. 77, Acts of 1907 in 
West Virginia requires a license from 
any one that represents or solicits for 
an “insurance company, corporation, as- 
sociation, partnership or combination 
of persons incorporated, organized as- 
sociated or combined under or by vir- 
tue of the laws of this or any other 
state or any foreign country.” 

The section covers about every con- 
ceivable form of insurance mechanism 
and it is clear an agent can not repre- 
sent any kind of an unincorporated 
concern. 





To Draft Antirebate Law 


A meeting was held in Columbus last 
week of the executive committee of the 
Ohio local agents association with 
prominent local guests from all over the 
state as invited guests, about twenty 
being in attendance. The meeting was 
called to discuss an antirebate law. A 
committee, consisting of Louis Rauh of 
Cincinnati, chairman; A. W. Neale of 
Cleveland, E. R. Torgler of Toledo, and 
Charles W. Bryson and Frank E. Lau- 
terbach of Columbus, was appointed to 
frame the bill and bring it before the 
legislature. Nothing was said at the 
meeting concerning plans for the regu- 
lation of outside companies doing busi- 
ness in the state. 





Move About on Jan. 1. 

A number of Cincinnati insurance 
men will change their offices on the 
first of the year. Earls & Johansing will 
move to larger quarters on the twelfth 
floor of the First National Bank build- 
ing, which are now occupied by W. S. 
Heckle & Co. Mr. Heckle on the 
first of the year will go with Geo. W. 
Neare, Gibbs & Co. in the Union Trust 
building. Neare, Gibbs & Co. will take 
over his companies, but Mr. Heckle will 
retain all his business. 

E. F. Weiss will take Earls & Johan- 
sing’s former quarters. The Sears In- 
surance Agency also intend moving to 
the twelfth floor of the First National 
Bank building. 





Rates Out for Small Towns 

The Ohio Inspection Bureau has just 
issued advisory estimates on Bloom- 
dale, Wood county, fifth class, and Bur- 
bank, Wayne county, and Seaman, 
Adams county, both of the sixth class. 
The West Virginia Inspection Bureau, 
operated from the Columbus office, has 
issued advisory estimates on the fol- 
lowing West Virginia towns, all of the 
sixth class: Handley, Kanawha coun- 
ty; Glen Easton, Marshall county; 
East Lynn and Fort Gay, Wayne coun- 
ty; Webster Springs, Webster county; 
Paden City, Wetzel county and Eliza- 
beth, Wirt county.

The West Virginia Inspection Bu- 
reau has ready for distribution a hand- 
book for West Virginia, containing 
standards for construction and equip- 
ment and rules for estimating risks not 
specifically rated. It is a comprehen- 
sive volume of 304 pages, interleaved 
for notes by inspectors and field men.

Discussion of New Plans of Detroit 
Agents Goes Over—Rate on 
Hotel Tuller Cut 





Detroit, Mich., Dec. 27—(Special Cor- 
respondence)—The Detroit Underwrit- 
ers Club held its December meeting 
last week. At the November meeting 
the members passed a resolution to ap- 
point a committe of five to meet with 
the executive committee of the club to 
arrange, if possible, for a new deal. An 
idea was presented by one of the mem- 
bers that looked good and it was hoped 
that something might come out of it to 
assist in changing conditions. The 
members waited to hear who was to be 
on this committee and what was to be 
done. No appointments were made. 
The president thought it better to wait 
a little longer, possibly until his term 
of office expires in January. 


Cut Rate on Hotel Tuller.—The in- 
spectors of the Michigan Inspection Bu- 
reau presumably have had experience 
enough in applying the schedule to give 
a fair advisory rate. Yet the rates ad- 
vised by them on some risks are so 
much at variance with the ideas of cer- 
tain agents that comparison makes 
either the one or the other ridiculous. 
To illustrate, the advisory rate on the 
Hotel Tuller, with the 80 percent clause, 
is 55 cents, annual. One high-class 
company recently took this line at 75 
cents for five years. Another company 
was pleased to get $20,000 as reinsur- 
ance, until its special agent called atten- 
tion to the rate. It asked the writing 
company for an explanation of the 
rate accepted and is said to have re- 
quested to be relieved of liability pend- 
ing receipt of an answer 

An ordinary agent, backed by a com- 
pany ready to assume liability at such 
rates, could get any quantity of busi- 
ness. The question naturally arises, 
who has the correct idea as to rates, the 
Michigan Inspection Bureau or the 
agent who took this line. 


Gets Six New Members.—The Michi- 
gan Fire Underwriters Club held its 
regular monthly meeting in Detroit. 
Six new members were taken in. The 
club is making good progress and soon 
expects to have all the nonunion spe- 
cials members of the organization. 


Detroit Local Events—The water 
board commissioners open bids this 
week for the structural steel for the 
new pumping station. They are mak- 
ing considerable progress in their new 
improvements. 

The common council of the city of 
Detroit is extending the fire limits and 
has about agreed on the new building 
code. Detroit is growing rapidly and 
the city fathers seem to realize that 





they are the guardians of a city now, 
not of a big country town.

East St. Louis Beard Members Hope 
to Make Round-Up and Secure 
Better Conditions 





A very enthusiastic meeting was held 
last week by the East St. Louis Board 
of Fire Underwriters with a full at- 
tendance. The first order of business 
was revision of the old by-laws and 
suspending by-laws for thirty days, re- 
ducing the membership fee to $5 in 
order to give everyone who is not now 
a member an opportunity to come into 
the organization, after which time the 
membership fee will go back to the old 
figure. 

A committee was appointed to confer 
with the chief of the fire department 
of the city and the mayor with a view 
of establishing closer relations between 
the insurance men and the fire depart- 
ment and of securing recognition of the 
insurance fraternity as an auxiliary to 
the fire department, alSo to invest each 
member with some badge of authority 
that will enable him to make inspections 
anywhere and at any time he sees fit. 
Another committee was appointed to 
induce the city council to provide the 
fire department with tarpaulins for the 
purpose of protecting property from 
the elements where partial loss has 
occurred by fire or tornado. Another 
committee has been appointed to pre- 
pare or arrange a program for the 
monthly meetings to be held. 

The meeting adjourned after fixing 
Jan. 12 as the time for holding the 
next meeting, at which time reports are 
to be received by the various commit- 
tees and at which time a full enroll- 
ment of all fire insurance men is ex- 
pected. 





Losses in Milwaukee in 1909 

The fire loss was $870,000 in Milwau- 
kee last year as compared with $450,000 
during 1908, according to the annual 
report just ‘issued by Chief Clancy of 
the Milwaukee fire department. During 
the past year, Milwaukee suffered from 
nine large fires, causing a loss of 
$712,004. 

The report shows that much was 
done in the way of improvements dur- 
ing the past twelve months. An in- 
crease of 4,853 feet of six, eight and 
twelve-inch pipe with sixteen hydrants 
attached was made for the use of fire 
boats at a cost of $9,446. Two engines 
received new boilers at a cost of $3,075. 
One aerial truck was contracted for at 
a cost of $6,975, and 10,000 feet of hose 
at a cost of $10,450. Thirty horses were 
purchased for $7,815. he telegraph 
service has been improved. 

Six firemen were killed during the 
year. The department now consists of 
496, officers and men and 25 engine com- 
panies, four fire boats, thirteen truck 
companies, six chemical companies and 
one water tower. There are 234 horses 
in the department. 





Tax Premiums of Outside Companies 

Because the Buckstaff-Edwards com- 
pany of Oshkosh, Wis., carries insur- 
ance in companies which have no au- 
thorized agents in Wisconsin, the city 
of Oshkosh has received the sum of 
$50 in satisfaction of its claim against 
the company for the 2 percent of the 
premiums paid by the Oshkosh concern. 





Employe Said to Have Set Fire 

One of the employes of the Corno 
Mills Company, East St. Louis, IIL, has 
been arrested on the charge of setting 
fire to its warehouse, which caused a 
total loss. The insurance was $98,000, 
but the values were greater, so the as- 
sured is out quite a snug sum. It is 
stated that this same em loye was dis- 
peepee by Nelson orris & Co. 
While the was in their employ, two 
fires were discovered. It is now sup- 





No motive is as- 
signed other than mental deficiency.

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SAYS INJUSTICE WAS DONE 





W. H. England of Lincoln Denies That 
He Is a Rate-Cutter and States 
His Position 





W. _H. England, who has _ received 
considerable publicity in connection 
with the writing of the insurance on the 
Lincoln, Neb., city hall at a cut rate, 
claims that the reports have done him 
an injustice. He explains that he had 
$5,000 out of the $25,000 insurance, on 
which he received the full advisory 
rate, and learned that certain board 
agents had a scheme to have him left 
out on the renewal. He states that he 
did not put in a bid until within ten 
minutes of the time limit, and that his 
was the last one in. Nevertheless when 
the bids were opened it was found that 
one of the board agents had bid within 
10 cents as low as Mr. England. 

Mr. England denies that he is a rate- 
cutter and declares that his companies 
are not the kind that cut rates. 

In a letter to the Nebraska State 
Journal he says: 

I do not think any business man in 
this city, in the sense that the insur- 
ance underwriters use the term rate 
cutter, will charge that to me. What I 

do, was to resist unfair and unjust 
policies in the writing of business in the 
city of Lincoln. I did then and do now 
insist that the writing of insurance 
should be in the open, and that the policy 
and the consideration therein, should be 
the real and true consideration and that 
rebating was just as vicious in the in- 
surance business as it was in the railroad 
business. 

I think it will be well agreed that this 
agitation was kept up by myself and 
others, until there is now a law on the 
statute books which provides against such 
practice. 





Company Is Held Liable 


According to a decision rendered by 
the district court at Fargo, N. D., an in- 





surance company is held liable for the 
failure of its agent to renew a policy 
on a building when he has been request- 
ed by its owner to do so. Recently 
John Boos, a merchant at Leonard, N. 
D., had his building destroyed by fire. 
He had told the local agent of the 
Aetna to renew his policy when it ex- 
pired a short time previously, but the 
agent had failed to do so, though he 
acknowledged receiving the request. 
The company refused to settle and Boos 
brought suit, securing a verdict for the 
full amount. 





Plans Not Definitely Fixed 
E. A. Becker, who has retired as 
secretary of the Western Fire of Lin- 
coln, Neb., says he has not formulated 
his plans for the future but has several 
propositions under consideration.

Business Thriving in Canada 

The insurance business in northwest- 
ern Canada is in a most prosperous 
state. On account of the springing up 
of new towns and their rapid growth, 
o premium income is increasing rap- 
idly. 

A number of American companies 
have recently entered that field, among 
them the Calumet, Germania, Firemens 
and American Central. These are all 
registered, but there has been con- 
siderable trouble with unregistered 
American companies which have been 





coming into the field and getting con- 
siderable business. They have to work 
rather on the sly, but they have se- 
cured some sprinklered risks. The 
New England mutuals are quite active 
in this respect. 


PROSPECT IS GOOD IN IOWA 





Rate Conditions Improving All Over 
the State—1909 Results Bet- 
ter than 1908 





While reports for the past year are 
not complete showing accurately the 
amount of insurance written in Iowa 
last year, it may be stated in a general 
way that the year has been, on the 
whole, pleasing to the fire underwriters. 
The Iowa fire companies have written 
more insurance than last year but for 
shorter terms, so that the premiums re- 
ceived have been slightly better than for 
the preceding year. Fire insurance 
men, however, regard the rate situation 
as much improved and prospects for 
1910 are much brighter than the pros- 
pects for 1909 were at the correspond- 
ing time last year. Rate cutting is 
disappearing in practically every city 
in the state and only Cedar Rapids and 
Dubuque are reporting any serious dif- 
ficulty along this line. Waterloo, 
Sioux City, Mason City and Davenport 
report rate conditions as splendid. The 
agitation for the repeal of the Blanch- 
ard law before the legislature last win- 
ter and the pointing out of conditions as 
they existed had a decidedly beneficial 
effect. 

As regards losses, the year’s total will 
be heavier than was expected some 
weeks ago. There has been no big fire 
in Iowa the past year, but the number 
of small ones has run up-the total to a 
heavy figure. The year 1910 is opening 
with prospects of considerable agitation 
for legislation along the line of a state 
building code, a state fire marshal law, 
and, of course, the repeal of the Blanch-

ard law. As this is the year when can- 
didates are nominated at the biennial 
primaries, extraordinary pressure will 
be brought to bear upon candidates for 
the legislature along the lines indicated. 





LESS GRAIN SUPPLY NOTABLE 





Cause Contributing to Decrease in 
Wheat at Minneapolis as Com- 


pared with 1908 





The tremendous discrepancy between 
Minneapolis wheat stocks this year and 
last which is a cause for serious com- 
plaint on the part of fire insurance 
agents in that city is shown in figures 
recently published which demonstrate 
that during the week closing Dec. 17 
there were in the local elevators but 
2,600,000 bushels of wheat, while during 
the corresponding week in 1908 the 
mills contained 13,500,000 bushels. 

Several causes, aside from the fact 
that farmers are more and more adopt- 
ing the plan of storing grain in their 
own warehouses or elevators and hold- 
ing for higher prices, are assigned for 
this unusual condition of affairs which 
is having a serious effect on the busi- 
ness of Minneapolis insurance men. For 
one thing there was an unusually large 
amount of flour ground in Minneapolis 
mills between Aug. 1 and Dec. 1 this 
year, so that comparatively little sur- 
plus wheat was left in the elevators. 
Until the close of navigation on the 
Great Lakes there was a heavy demand 
for wheat to be sent via the water 
route, particularly for the export trade 
and this resulted in the bulk of the 
wheat raised in the northwest going to 
Duluth and Superior. 

When navigation closed on the Lakes 
about Dec. 5 the bulk of the grain would 
naturally hove flowed into Minneapolis 
and receipts there would have been 
greatly increased. But by that time the 
effect of the switchmen’s strike on the 
northwestern railroads was being felt 
in a marked degree. Since the strike 
went into force Nov. 30 it has been 
an important factor in the milling in- 
dustry here. The mills were all shut 
down for two days following the dec- 
laration of the strike and since they re- 
sumed operations they have had dif- 
ficulty securing enough wheat to grind 
running about half capacity, so that 
there has been no opportunity for grain 
to accumulate in the local elevators. 

As the strike situation improves and 
a larger quantity of wheat is shipped in 
local insurance men expect a marked 
gain in business. 





In the Strike District 

State Fire Marshal Frank Craft is in 
Lead, S. D., looking over the Home- 
stake strike situation in relation to the 
insurance problem and the well posted 
are looking for developments in the 
near future. An unusually large amount 
of insurance is carried by occupants of 
dwellings in Lead and it is said the 
marshal wishes to be on the ground in 
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case any fires of suspicious origin arise. 
He has with him two trained blood- 
hounds and is going over the ground 
thoroughly with Deputy Fire Marshal 
Crans. 





Performed the Sacred Rites 

With all due solemnity and appropri- 
ate ceremony, Wilbur Law, representa- 
tive of the Ryan Agency at Winnipeg, 
William Fess representing the Amer- 
ican Central at Winnipeg and George 
W. Buffington of the Northwest- 
ern Fire & ‘tMarine, Minneapolis, 
were on Monday last initiated into 
the Sacred Order of the Rod of Aaron 
in the presence of a distinguished con- 
clave of nobles assembled in Minneap- 
olis. Grand Pusher of the Rod Cham- 
berlin presided at the ceremony which 
was of exceptionally edifying character. 
Mr. Buffington’s condition is very 
grave, but his physicians at last reports 
expressed some hope for his recovery. 





St. Louis Agents Elect Officers 

The St. Louis Insurance Agents As- 
sociation held its annual meeting last 
week.

his deputy, resulted in Oren’s indict- 
ment on the charge of arson. His de- 
fense was that his political enemies had 
entered into a conspiracy to injure his 
good name and it was even claimed 
that the saturated waste had been 
placed in the dwelling after the fire 
had been extinguished. Oren was de- 
fended by able attorneys and the legal 
battle was a hard-fought one, eighteen 
witnesses appearing for the state and 
twenty-four for the defense. 

Oren’s residence was supposed to be 
worth less than $1,500, was insured for 
$2,000, and there was considerable in- 
surance on household goods which 
were not found in the house. 





Looking After Black Hills 


State Fire Marshal Frank Craft of 
South Dakota has been making inspec- 
tion of condition in the Black Hills 
district. Some trouble is reported at 
the Homestake mine and the houses 
of many of the miners are said to be 
overinsured, whuch produces a situation 
that needs watching. Overinsurance is 
a crying evil in South Dakota. 


Losses at University of Minnesota 

The destruction of a large. part of 
Millard hall at the University of Min- 
nesota by fire on Christmas Eve has 
called the attention of Minneapolis in- 
surance men to the heavy losses they 
have sustained at that institution dur- 
ing the past five years. In that period 
there have been four big fires at the 
university and each has resulted in the 
destruction of a large part of the build- 
ing attacked by the flames. The insur- 
ance losses were as follows: 1904, old 
main building, $100,000; 1905, medical 
building, $10,000; 1906, anatomical 
building, $3,000; 1909, Millard hall, 
estimated total loss, $70,000; insurance 
not yet adjusted. 

The university carries a blanket pol- 
icy of $1,200,000, covering all the build- 
ings and their contents, and losses are 
adjusted proportionally. Educational 
institutions are usually regarded as 
good risks because they tre well looked 
after and protected, but the insurance 
agents say the University of Minnesota 
is not proving a good risk. The trouble 
seems to be a lack of proper water sup- 
ply in the university grounds. The 
water mains running through the 
grounds are altogether too small, so 
that the fire engines do not secure suf- 
ficient pumping capacity to fight the 





flames effectually. At the fire Friday 
evening it was necessary, in order to 
secure sufficient pressure, for the fire- 
men to place one engine near the fire 
and an intermediate engine near a big 
main several blocks distant. The rem- 
edy seems to be the laying of larger 
feeders with cross mains through the 
grounds.

George S. Johnson, 407 Phoenix build- 
ing, has been appointed local agent in 
Minneapolis for the American Under- 
writers Agency. 


The Northwestern Fire & Marine of 
Minneapolis has transferred its St. Paul 
agency from Carlson & Bloomquist to 
Fletcher & Stevenson. 


The Bibb Company has resigned the 
Minneapolis agency of the St. Louis Fire, 
from Jan. Ist. The company is now rep- 
resented solely by the Standard Invest- 
ment Company. 


It is reported that the Monongahela 
Fire will enter Minnesota field about Jan. 
1. Several large city insurance men have 
been approached regarding the agency, 
but arrangements have not yet been com- 
pleted. 


The Greely-Solberg agency at Minne- 
apolis has been dissolved, Charles Solberg 
retiring. The companies transfer to the 
White-Darling-Hazard Company. Otto E. 
Greely, now secretary of the Calumet 
Fire of Chicago, retains an interest in 
the business. 


The city of Duluth may adopt the co- 
insurance plan of insuring its public 
buildings. A resolution has been intro- 
duced in the city council providing for an 
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investigation of the insurance carried by 
the city and figures will be called for 
with the coinsurance clause being used. 
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faithful or how valuable may be the 
service which they have rendered. It 
cannot be that they are denied participa- 
tion because of a lack of understanding of 
the needs of the insured or appreciation 
of the methods employed. Indeed, it is 
only through acquaintance with the field, 
largely derived from agents, that any 
management may learn what the changing 
and growing needs of the insuring public 
are; nor may such participation in man- 
agement be denied by reason of an alleged 
diversity of interest, since it is axiomatic 
that the financial success of an agent is 
to be assured by the extent and character 
of the intrrest shown and the service ren- 
dered the insured. The agent, to con- 
serve his own fortunes, must be zealous 
in caring for those of his clients. 
Where All Interests Converge 

And just here the interests of the 
agent and the company and the policy- 
holder converge. That the company and 
the policyholder are one and the same 
does not matter, since the agent and the 
management are, or ought to be, but a 
single instrumentality in the service of 
the company. In recognition of this our 
management for more than a quarter of a 
century has regarded the agency force as 
a coordinate branch of the service, entitled 
to the fullest and fairest treatment con- 
sistent with that service, and it neces- 
sarily followed that in the discussion of 
such a matter as commissions a full ex- 
pression has been invited from the agents 
of the company, and they, with the man- 
agement, after discussion and considera- 
tion, have- decided what commissions 
should be, having a proper regard for 
competitive conditions, the growth of the 
company, the character of the business 
furnished, etc., etc.—all influential in the 
ultimate cost to members. 

These remarks are prefatory to an allu- 
sion which now properly may be made in 
this place, viz:—that the recent action, 
under which the company’s agents have 
been conceded an increased renewal com- 
mission based upon length of service and 
quality of business, was taken by the 
trustees only after a full discussion of all 
related matters by the trustees, by the 
officers and by the duly accredited repre- 
sentatives of the agents. In that inquiry 
the agents were accorded the largest op- 
portunity for a presentation of their 
wishes and the reasons urged in support 
of them. No attempt was made to reach 
a conclusion hastily or force a verdict un- 
supported by ample reason. Of the sev- 
eral suggestions made, none was discarded 
unless fully weighed; and the result 
reached has been found acceptable, as evi- 
denced by the many appreciative letters 
received. 


Stock Control Discussed 
The following, by the way, is what 
the Penn Mutual has to say on the sub- 
ject of stock-control: 








We desire to represent 
a reliable fire insurance 
company in Colorado; 
established business; 
highest references. 





The subject of stock-ccntrol of life in- 
surance funds is roqueay agitated in 
the newspapers and magazines, some of 
which manifest an apparently inveterate 
hostility to it as unsound in principle and 
practice. Some of the larger and highly 
successful companies are thus organized 
and are conducted on fairly honorable and 
just lines, but always within the limita- 
tions which such stock-control necessarily 
implies, the first and last of which are to 
care for itself. When and where this care 
may be used without prejudice to the in- 
terests of the insured it is often, if not 
usually, so applied. There are conspicuous 
illustrations of this disposition. Without 
other obligation to policyholders than 
those contained in the contracts of insur- 
ance, several companies have yet recog- 
nized the source from which great profits 
have been derived and have voluntarily 
and generously returned many millions of 
dollars to their members. On the other 
side, there have been many life companies 
with stock-capital that began and followed 
the predatory careers authorized by their 
charters, eating into the substance of the 
insured until it was consumed, leaving the 
shell of the corporation to a receiver. 


New York Independent’s Comments 


Within a few days the New York Inde- 
pendent published an article entitled 
“Stock-Control of the Equitable, in 
which after rehearsing some of the facts 
in connection with the purchase of its 
stock capital of $100,000 by Mr. Thomas 
F. Ryan for $2,500,000, it inquires: 

“Why does not Mr. Ryan go one step 
further in his beneficient work by re- 
lieving the policyholders of the possible 
future domination which, in some prob- 
ably unexpected way, the stock-control 
may exercise? It is beside the question 
to say that the present status is of such 
a character that the control by Mr. Ryan 
can never be used against the policyhold- 
ers. There will always be doubt on this 
head as long as the present owner retains 
his grasp upon it. If the majority stock 
should later be acquired by other inter- 
ests, this fact would still be true. The 
trustees are men of the owner's choosing, 
and their representation of policyholders’ 
interests is purely perfunctory. Just so 
long as $100,000 worth of 7 percent stock, 
valued at several millions of dollars, con- 
tinues to control the half billion dollars 
of Equitable assets, the policyholders of 
that company have good reason for feel- 
ing insecure. The temptation is too great, 
and it increases annually. Until that 
stock is sold to the policyholders and re- 
tired, the mutuality of the Equitable re- 
mains where it was in the days of Henry 
B. Hyde, with the difference largely in 
favor of Mr. Hyde, its founder, whose life 
was bound up in extending the company’s 
greatness. The stock-control of the 
Equitable is a menace and it should be 
terminated. In the interests of sound life 
insurance the Equitable Life should be a 
policyholders’ or a purely mutual com- 
pany.” 
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JOHN H. WASHBURN 

Tue death of Joan H. WasHBuRN, who 
a half century ago became connected with 
the Home of New York, being gradually 
promoted until he became its executive 
head, takes one more of the men of other 
days who comprised that group of force- 
ful underwriters that shaped the destinies 
of the business. Fire underwriting today 
is more highly organized, is reduced more 
toa system, and there is less play for the 
power of individuality than in the past. 
Because of less coherency, because of the 
battle of minds in working out the big 
problems, there came to the front, a 
galaxy of men whose names are revered. 
They were in a sense the pioneers. 

Back in the ’70’s Mr.WAsHBURN’s in- 
fluence began to be felt and as he became 
a more considerable factor in his own 
company, he took part in settling the 
questions that confronted the business as 
a whole. 

Some years ago the councils of the 
WESTERN UNION ‘were always enlivened 
by the presence of Mr. Wasupurn and 
his position on issues before that body. 
He was regarded as contentious, and per- 
haps stubborn. The majority were an- 
gered at his immovable adherence to cer- 
tain lines of procedure he laid down. He 
was at times defiant. 

As the years have passed on, it is found 
in the light of subsequent events that Mr. 
WASHBURN was something of a prophet. 
The position he assumed then as to anti- 
compact states, stamping offices and the 


like is the one taken today by the organi- 
zation. 


Mr. WASHBURN was too much inclined 
to stand by what he considered proper 
courses when men equally as gifted could 
see another outlook. In other words, he 
was too little open to conviction. Never- 
theless, Mr. WasHsurn had his views 
formed after careful consideration and he 
was not ready to surrender if he deemed 
a compromise unjust or unwise. When 
men attempted to change his attitude by 
sharp criticism or antagonism, he became 
more solidly entrenched. 

With all the criticism that was heaped 
on Mr. WaAsHuBURN by his union asso- 
ciates, it is now known that it was largely 
through his influence that the Home re- 
mained in the organization. Mr. Wasu- 
BURN believed in the organization prin- 
ciple as one of foundations of underwrit- 
ing but he believed too in faithful ob- 
servance of statelaws. Thethen Presi- 
dent HEALD was anxious for the Home 
to leave the Western Union but Mr. 
WASHBURN protested. At one meeting, 
the Home practically resigned and an 
adjournment was taken until the follow- 
ing day. It was due then to Mr. WasH- 
BURN’S influence that President HEALD 
receded and the Home remained in the 
fold. 

Mr. WASHBURN was not a_ business 
builder nor a great organizer. He lacked 














the magnetic personality of the present 
President Snow. Mr. WASHBURN was re- 
tiring and had to be well known to be 
appreciated. 

Mr. WASHBURN was a balance wheel, 
an underwriter, a conservator, a man 
gifted in outlining successful courses of 
procedure. President HEALD was a cre- 
ator but not steady in his campaigning. 
Mr. WasHBuRN did his part in giving 
the Home its present momentum. He 
was one of its big men. 

His work in the general organization 
plan of the business at large received an 
impetus because of his force and prophetic 
insight. 


LAPSES AND THE AGENT 

Every well regulated life insurance 
company gives most serious consideration 
to the lapse problem. Whether it has an 
organized reinstatement department or 
merely depends upon continually urging 
general agents and cashiers to look after 
lapses makes little difference, the officers 
are deeply interested in keeping on the 
books the business the company has spent 
its money to place there. These efforts 
to overcome the ravages of the lapse dis- 
ease are praiseworthy, but in very many 
instances they are only using energy to 
undo the results of mistakes once made 
and which the same companies continue 
to make still. 

Lapses will occur notwithstanding all 
efforts to prevent them, but companies 
could do much by tackling the causes of 
lapse and not waiting till the complaint 
has developed. A very large part of the 
lapse is due to the kind of agents that 
wrote the business and it will continue 
to be heavier than necessary until the 
companies exercise more care in the selec- 
tion of agents. 

Too long many companies have pro- 
ceeded on the theory that anybody who 
could get an application was worthy an 
agent’s commisison and a rate book; how- 
ever he might get the business the medical 
department would reject the bad and the 
cashier’s department would keep most of 
the good on the books. This will not 
work satisfactorily. The man of char- 
acter, who secures annlications legiti- 
mately, who remains with the company 
year after year, who keeps in touch with 
his policyholders and works among peo- 
ple of his own class will give a company 
business of a high grade both as to medi- 
cal selection and persistency. On the 
other hand the “charity” business written 
by the hard luck agent among his rela- 
tives and friends, the “easy” business any 
persistent, incompetent agent can find for 
a few weeks or months before he peters 
out, the “flyer” business the “rounder” 
agent writes and the “sucker” business 
that results from misrepresentation either 
ignorant or intentional are beyond the 
power of doctors fully to sift and of 
cashiers to keep on the books. 

Those companies which have insisted 
for years upon character in their agents 
show the results in low mortality and low 
lapse. Those which sought simply “to 
get the business” have their reward also 
and they and others like them will con- 
tinue to reap similar harvests until they 
learn that men do not “gather grapes on 
thorns or figs on thistles.”

Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


John H. Washburn, for 45 years an 
active force in the Home of New York, 
who retired as president in 1904, died 
in New York City last week. He suf- 
fered from heart disease and his con- 
dition has been critical for some time. 
Last summer he was at the seaside and 
it was with difficulty that he was 
finally taken to his home. 

Mr. Washburn was born at Amherst, 
Mass., in 1828. After graduating from 
Amherst College he studied law in Rut- 
land, Vt., and Granville, N. Y. In 
1850 he became connected with the 
Washington County Mutual Fire of 
New York. Four years later he be- 
came secretary of the Bridgeport Fire 
& Marine of Connecticut and remained 
in that capacity until 1857. In 1859 he 
joined the Home, was elected assistant 
secretary in 1865, secretary in 1867, and 
vice-president in 1884. He was presi- 
dent of the Western Union, president of 
the New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers in 1894-5 and 1895-6, and on 
the organization of the New York Fire 
Insurance Exchange was elected its 
first president. He was elected presi- 
dent of the Home in April, 1901, to suc- 
ceed D. A. Heald, deceased. In April, 
1904, he resigned the presidency and 
became chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the company. In May, 1904, 
Mr. Washburn was elected president 
of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers and re-elected in 1905. 

At one time he was the largest indi- 
vidual stockholder in the Home. 


Calvin S. Smith, of Smith, McCary & 
Co., Chicago managers of the Penn Mu- 
tual Life, died in Mercy hospital, in that 
city, Christmas day, due to heart failure 
following an operation for tumor. Mr. 
Smith has not been in good health for 
the last few years and has spent much 
time in travel or at resorts. He was 
connected in a general agency capacity 
with the Penn Mutual for some twenty- 
five years. He was first engaged in the 
lumber business in Chicago, but then 
took up life insurance work with the 
Northwestern Mutual. Last summer 
when the Penn Mutual Agents Asso- 
ciation met in Chicago, Mr. Smith was 
a hospitable host and contributed much 
to its success. 

The Smith, McCary & Co. agency is 
one of the most important ones the 
company has. Mr. Smith, in his day, 
was a good personal producer. The ac- 
tive factors in the agency in later years 
have been C. J. McCary and M. E. Ran- 
dolph. Mr. Smith was 58 years of age. 


Charles W. Leisch, of Chicago, for 
many years special agent of the Michi- 
gan Fire & Marine and later in the 
field for the Westchester, died Tuesday 
at his home in Chicago of pneumonia. 
Since retiring from the Westchester 
some weeks ago, he has been doing 
office work in the western department 
of the Germania. Mr. Leisch was 51 
years of age. Some months ago his 
son died and Mrs. Leisch has been in 
delicate health for a long time.

Liability Insurance In 
Joplin Mining District 





At a recent meeting of mine opera- 
tors at Joplin, Mo. Charles T. Orr 
made a statement which is of interest 
to liability insurance men as showing 
the sentiments of assured, especially in 
the Missouri mining district: 

It is a notable fact and a lamentable 
fact that the question of accident and 
liability insurance is one of the serious 
questions that the operator has to con- 
sider. Insurance rates in this district 
have been increased from 2 percent of the 
pay roll until it is 4 percent of the pay 
roll. These figures are startling when we 
consider them. For instance, this is the 
day of large mills and large enterprises 
in zinc mining. A plant that handles 
from 400 to 500 tons of dirt a day is now 
quite ordinary and is a matter of neces- 
sity in the sheet ground district if any 
profits are to be made. 

* + a 

Insurance Tax Heavy.—lIt is ge | 
conceded that in mining, milling and 
pumping hard ground, from 90 cents to $1 
per ton must be allowed. Assuming that 
a plant has ordinary conditions and that 
all the e mses are covered by $1 per 
ton—then $400 ed day would be the ex- 
pense for that P ant for one day, or about 
$2,500 per week. Of this about 55 per- 
cent is required for the pay roll, or from 
$1,200 to $1,400 per week, making the 
cost of liability insurance for that plant 
for one week about $50 ,or ,in round num- 
bers, $2,500 per year. 

Now, if the property is capitalized for 
$50,000, we find we are paying 5 percent 
on the capital stock for liability insurance 
alone. Then, in order to pay a dividend 
of 10 percent on the capital stock, the 
property must earn 15 percent. In other 
words, one-third of the profits would go 
for liability insurance. This is unreason- 
able, and something is wrong, and some- 
thing must be done to correct such a con- 
dition. Either the number of accidents 
must be reduced or the method of settling 
them changed if we continue to carry 
liability insurance. 

a * oa 

Increase in Loss Ratio.—I am told by a 
representative of one of the leading in- 
surance companies that from 1898 to 1905, 
inclusive, a period of seven years, their 

remiums amounted to approximately 

100,000 and their losses $52,000. That 
since 1905 their premiums were at the 
rate of $50,000 per year and their losses 
from $40,000 to $45,000 per year, and 
this does not provide for any expense for 
taking care of the business. In other 
words, where formerly the losses were 
52 percent of the goog now they 
are approximately 85 percent of the pre- 
miums, and the premium rates are higher 
than formerly. The reasons given for 
this increase is the increased cost of 
settling accidents. 

This same insurance man told me that 
he had an authoritative statement from 
another insurance company that their 
losses actually exceeded their premiums. 
So, from the insurance standpoint, it 
would not seem that liability business is 
very profitable. . 

Cost Must Be Reduced.—It seems there 
must be two things done. First, we must 
do everything we can to reduce the num- 
ber of accidents. This should be done 
from a humanitarian standpoint aside 
from any other consideration. Second, the 
cost of settling the accidents that must 
unavoidably occur must be lessened. If 
it is true that ge may 4 half of the 
money paid out by the insurance com- 
panies go to attorneys for settling the 
cases, then that would account for the 
insurance companies having such heavy 
costs to meet. a

NINETY-DAY LOAN CLAUSE 
WHAT COMPANIES WILL ADOPT 


Comment from Some of Them on 
Proposition Advanced by the 
Presidents’ Association 





For five weeks past THE WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER published letters from 
some of the companies as to what po- 
sition they will take on the ninety-day 
notice for application for policy loans 
as recommended by the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents. Letters 
from other companies follow: 


Southern States Life, Atlanta, Ga.— 
So far this company has not decided to 
require 90 days’ notice for securing 
policy loans, and as at present advised, 
the executive committee do not intend 
to adopt this proposition. While there 
no doubt is a good deal to be said as 
to the advantage to the company in 
having the 90-day loan clause, from 
the policyholders’ standpoint there is 
also a good deal to be considered, for 
as a rule a policyholder does not make 
a loan unless he has a particular re- 
quirement for the money and probably 
an immediate requirement. 

Franklin Life—We have not given 
any formal consideration to the adop- 
tion of the ninety-day loan clause. 

Scranton Life—This company has 
not as yet adopted the ninety day loan 
clause which was advocated by the Life 
Presidents’ Association. That such a 
measure is desirable goes without say- 
ing, but, just as many policy conditions 
have been the outgrowth of competi- 
tion, so the retirement of any policy 
benefit which has been countenanced 
by long usage will be governed by the 
force of competition. If any reason- 
able unanimity can be established con- 
cerning the ninety day provision, it will 
be a step in the direction of better life 
insurance, because in a season of panic, 
such as this country experienced in 
1907, it is a manifest hardship to sell 
long term investments in a speculative 
market in order to satisfy the demands 
of policyholders for immediate cash. 
The Scranton Life is pledged to con- 
duct its business upon sound and con- 
servative lines, and in due course will 
undoubtedly adopt the precaution of 
requiring a reasonable notice for cash 
loans, as recommended by the Associa- 
tion of Life Presidents. 


Central Life of Kansas—Policies is- 
sued by this company do not grant 
loans upon demand, but only upon the 
imsurance anniversaries, and then pro- 
viding premiums are duly paid to the 
anniversary next succeeding. It is the 
opinion of the management of this 
company that at least this much of an 
obstacle should be put in the way of 
the “Twister” for the welfare of both 
insured and company. For companies 
granting loans on demand we would 
think ninety days’ notice of the in- 
sured’s desire to borrow a good move. 
For companies with policies similar to 
ours we would think it not advisable, 
as a policyholder borrowing to pay his 
Premium would not foretell his needs 
in time to give ninety days’ notice of 
his desire to borrow the amount of 
his premium. 


Southeastern Life of Spartanburg, S. 

——We have made no decision as to 
the use of the ninety-day loan clause. 
It is barely possible, however, that we 
will take some steps along this line at 
a later date. I think the adoption of 
some such rule would at least prove 
advantageous in times of panic. 

State Mutual Life of Georgia—We 
have not as yet considered the use of a 
ninety-day loan clause. We might, 
however, in the future, find it expedient 
to require policyholders to give us a 
specified notice before getting loans. 





One of our contracts that we already 
have on the market provides for a 
sixty-day notice. 

South Atlantic Life—This company 
has not considered as yet the question 
lof putting a 90 day notice clause for 
securing policy loans in our contracts, 
and I, therefore, am unable to say 
whether we will ever adopt this provi- 
sion or not. There are undoubted ad- 
vantages in such a clause from the 
company’s standpoint as well as from 
the standpoint of the insured, and with 
the possibility of some companies not 
enforcing the clause under conditions 
which might require others to do so, it 
might operate against the companies 
which enforce the clause, and in favor 
of those which might see fit, regard- 
less of conditions, not to enforce the 
clause. The granting of policy loans 
should be discouraged as much as pos- 
sible, but on the other hand I believe 
one of the great bulwarks of strength 
in life insurance has been the general 
absence of conditions of this kind, 
which have had the effect no doubt of 
creating a great amount of public con- 
fidence, the lack of which is undoubt- 
edly the cause of a great deal of trouble 
against which the clause is intended to 
provide. 

Southern States Mutual Life of West 
Virginia—Our policy contracts pro- 
vide that the policyholder may, 
after two full years’ premiums 
have been paid, at any time while 
the policy is in force, borrow the 
loan value thereon, and it would, there- 
fore, be impossible for us to require 
ninety days notice for securing policy 
loans, without having new policy forms 
printed, or modifying our existing 
forms by interlineations or endorse- 
ments. We have no present intention 
of making any change in our practice 
regarding the making of loans to pol- 
icyholders at any time while their poli- 
cies are in force, after said policies 
have become entitled to a loan value. 
It certainly would be an additional safe- 
guard in case of a financial panic to be 
able to require ninety days notice be- 
fore policyholders could demand the 
loan values of their policies, but we 
have not yet experienced any inconven- 
ience by granting policy loans on the 
terms above described. 

Continental Life Insurance & Invest- 
ment—This company has not decided 
to require ninety days’ notice for se- 
curing policy loans, as our custom in 
the past has been to make these loans 
immediately upon application, where 
the party is entitled to the same. Per- 
sonally, the writer does not believe that 
over thirty days’ notice should be nec- 
essary in granting these applications, 
as I think the company at all times 
should have sufficient funds to meet 
such loans within that period, and it 
would undoubtedly in many instances 
work a hardship upon the insured by 
having to wait three months for a loan 
of this character. 

Boston Mutual Life—The loan clause 
in our policies is in accordance with 
the laws of Massachusetts. We think 
that the clause as advocated by the 
Life Presidents’ Association is a good 
precautionary measure. 

Presbyterian Ministers’ Fund—We are 
dealing entirely with ministers who 
often must have and should have their 
money when they need it, and very 
frequently it no doubt would be im- 
possible for them to determine their 
need ninety days in advance. We there- 
fore shall not adopt a ninety day no- 
tice for securing policy loans. Person- 
ally, I do not like the ninety day no- 
tice clause. I believe in accommodat- 
ing the policyholder as much as possi- 
ble, and whateyer belongs to him 
should be available when he wants it. 

Northern Life of Illinois—We do not 
contemplate making any change in our 
policy forms, and are not prepared to 
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venture an opinion concerning the wis- 
dom of this ninety day clause. 





ANNUITY COMPANY REINSURES 





Western Life Indemnity Takes Over 
Jacksonville Concern—Rates 
Were Inadequate 





Policyholders of the National Life 
Annuity of Jacksonville voted to ap- 
prove the reinsurance contract with the 
Western Life Indemnity of Chicago, 
which was submitted to them at a meet- 
ing held on Dec. 23. The National Life 
Annuity wrote installment benefit poli- 
cies, and as well as can be estimated 
the business involved in the reinsurance 
amounts to $3,500,000 on a commuted 
basis. None of the business was more 
than three years old. 

The proceedings brought by the [lli- 
nois insurance department against the 
United States Life Endowment of Chi- 
cago made it inadvisable for the Na- 
tional Life Annuity to continue in busi- 
ness. The latter company had already 
been greatly inconvenienced in meet- 
ing the requirements of Superintendent 
Potter and when the right of an as- 
sessment company to issue installment 
policies was attacked in court the best 
way out seemed of reinsurance. In a 
circular announcing the reinsurance the 
directors admit that the rates were in- 
adequate. The Western Life Indem- 
nity’s rates are about one-third higher 
and policyholders who accept the re- 
insurance will pay the latter company’s 
rates. 

The Western Life Indemnity issues 
an installment benefit policy, but puts 
up a cash reserve equal to the com- 
muted value of death claims. The com- 
pany has over $100,000 on deposit with 
the Illinois department. It is the only 
assessment company in Illinois that 
puts up such a voluntary fund. 

Fred D. Rugg, superintendent of 
agents of the National Life Annuity, 
goes with the Western Life Indemnity 
as district manager for Indiana and 
Illinois outside of Cook county. The 
other officers will now give all their at- 





tention to the Mutual Health & Acci- 
dent, which they have been running in 
connection with the National Life An- 
nuity. 

The reinsurance contract has been 
approved by the insurance department. 





John Hancock’s Dividends 


The Standard says as to the John 
Hancock’s dividends: 


The John Hancock Mutual announces 
that, by recent action of the directors, 
the dividend year is changed, so that in- 
stead of running from March 1, to March 
1, it will hereafter run from Jan. 1 to 
Dec, 31, both inclusive. This change prac- 
tically affects only the ordinary March 
policies. 

Other changes have been made of which 
perhaps, the most important is that re- 
lating to unconditional participation of 
policies issued prior to 190 By vote of 
the board, all ordinary policies on which 
three annual premiums shall have been 
paid, will be entitled to the 1910 dividend, 
upon reaching the anniversary in that 
year, irrespective of whether the renewal 
premium then due is paid or not. The 
effect of this action is to unify the prac- 
tice as to contingent allowance of divi- 
dends, placing policies of prior issue upon 
the same footing in this respect as those 
issued in 1908 and subsequently. That is 
to say, the dividend on a policy in force 
three years, which heretofore would have 
been allowed only on payment of the 
fourth premium, will in 1910 be paid or 
credited irrespective of the payment of 
such premium. Due sheets accompanying 
the January and subsequent renewals will 
be marked, showing all cases where the 
dividened is payable contingently, and the 
agents are requested to see that in all 
other cases the dividend is paid or al- 
lowed in the manner elected by the holder 
of the policy as therein provided, whether 
the premium be paid or not.

Massachusetts Mutual Makes Several 
Changes in Its Whole Line—New 
Questions in Application 





The Massachusetts Mutual has made 
a complete revision of its line of poli- 
cies. The changes are not radical, but 
are designed to bring the policies up to 
the most desirable forms. In a circu- 
lar describing the changes the company 
Says: 

he guaranteed installment and _ the 
monthly income (20-year payments) forms 
have been discarded, but under option 
“B” these plans will still be available. 
Therefore our policy list will be com- 
prised of installment options policies, 
continuous installment policies, continu- 
ous monthly income policies, and joint life 
policies. 

Attention is called to the principal 
- es: 

{NCONTESTABILITY — All policies 
wit be incontestable after the first policy 
year except for nonpayment of premium. 
The restriction on military and naval 
service in time of war is limited to the 
first year. 

2. FOOTNOTE.—In life and endowment 
policies the footnote refers to the divi- 
dends clause on the second page. This is 
because the new dividends clause in in- 
stallment options and joint life policies 
provides that a life or endowment policy 
may become paid-up by means of divi- 
dend accumulations, and that a life pol- 
icy may be paid as an endowment and 
the maturity of an endowment policy may 
be hastened. The dividends clause in the 
continuous installment and the continu- 
ous monthly income policies provides only 
that the policy may become paid-up by 
means of the accumulations. 

8. PREMIUMS.—The premium clause 
recites that the premium may be paid an- 
nually, semi-annually, or quarterly; and

CHANGES DUE TO THE MERGER 





Col. F. B. Ainsworth of Bankers Re- 
serve Becomes Secretary and Man- 
ager of First National of Pierre 





The merger between the Bankers Re- 
serve Fund Life of Cincinnati and 
the First National Life and Accident 
of Pierre, S. D., has been approved by 
the boards of both companies. Arthur 
I. Vorys of Columbus wrote the con- 
tract covering the merger. 

The Bankers Reserve Fund is now 
being examined by the Ohio insurance 
department and Dec. 31 has been set 
as the date for a hearing at the insur- 
ance department, at which policyholders 
or others may state their objections if 
any to the arrangement. As soon as 
the examination of the Bankers is com- 
pleted and the surplus determined the 
surplus will be apportioned in cash 
among the policyholders. The policies 
will be continued without change under 
the new arrangement. 

Frank B. Ainsworth, secretary and 
general manager of the Bankers Re- 
serve, will hold the same position with 
the First National and will remove to 
South Dakota, where he has spent much 
of his time in developing the business 
of the Bankers in the past few years. 
His son, Charles L. Ainsworth, who 
has been vice-president of the Bankers, 
will have charge of the Ohio office of 
the First National in the present home 
office building of the Bankers Reserve, 
and will probably be given the title of 
vice-president of the First National. 
The Ohio field of the First National 
will be organized, and it is expected 
to produce half a million of business 
the coming year. 

Both the Bankers Reserve and the 
First National are now admitted -to 
Ohio and South Dakota, but all the 
states in the western and middle west- 
ern field will be entered. 

The First National is capitalized at 
$150,000, $100,000 of which is deposited 
with the South Dakota insurance de- 
partment. The capital is now being in- 
creased to $250,000. The Bankers Re-

The Keystone Life of New Orleans, 
which was organized after the New 
York investigation, has had its license 
revoked in its home state as its capital 
was found to be 75 per cent impaired. 
It was ordered recently to have on hand 
intact $100,000, but was unable to meet 
the requirement. 





Report on Postal Life 


The New York department has made 
public the report of its examination of 
the Postal Life. The total admitted 
assets as of Dec. 31, 1908, were $420,,521 
and the reserves amounted to $273,986. 
The income in 1908 was $434,362, of 
which $188,769 was in interest-bearing 
reserve liens of the Mutual Reserve. 
The disbursements were $33,418. The 
total insurance in force at the end of 
the year amounted to $2,841,772, of 
which $1,924,022 came through the 
Mutual Reserve. The death losses dur- 
ing the year amounted to only $1,100, 
the mortality saving being $20,120. 

None of the officers or trustees re- 
ceives any compensation directly, the 
only return being the earnings on their 
stock. President William R. Malone 
owns 3,732 shares of the 10,000 shares 
of capital stock. A contract which Mr. 
Malone had with the company was can- 
celled because of criticism by the de- 
partment and the company now makes 
all disbursements and_ receives all 
profits. 





Iowa Companies Prospered 

Iowa life companies will show splen- 
did gains this year over 1908. The 
Equitable has surpassed the $8,000,000 
which it set out to write during the 
year. The Bankers has written $6,000,- 
000 in new insurance, bringing the 
amount in force up to $65,000,000 during 
the year.

To Keep Expense Fund Separate 

The Inland Life of St. Louis, which is 
now selling its stock, will ask Superin- 
tendent Blake of Missouri to act as 
trustee of the proceeds of the shares 
until the organization is completed and 
the company licensed.

AMONG CASUALTY AGENTS 


SKIES CLEAR IN NEBRASKA 











Secretary Hughes Tells Bankers Asso- 
ciation Members Why They Ought 
to Pay 50 Cents 





The depository bond fight in Ne- 
braska seems to have degenerated into 
a love feast. After informing the mem- 
bers of the Nebraska Bankers Asso- 
ciation that a 25-cent rate for deposi- 
tory bonds was ample, and proceeding 
to justify his statements by what the 
state bonding board had found out and 
done, Secretary Hughes has sent out 
a circular letter to the bankers showing 
that they ought to be glad to pay 50 
cents. His letter contains this quota- 
tion from a letter received by him from 
State Auditor Barton: 


We took the experience from the books 
of thirteen companies extending over a 
period of ten years, and we found that 
in fixing a maximum rate the companies 
would be warranted in collecting $5 (per 
$1,000), and would not be making an ex- 
orbitant amount of money. While it is 
true that experience in this state would 
not sustain that argument, but as the 
companies are doing a national business, 
I do not believe it would be the desire 
of the bankers or business men, nor to the 
benefit of the state to have a line of com- 
panies doing business that would become 
insolvent, which would quite naturally 
weaken the bonding structure and the 
financial conditions in the state. The 
companies did not point out to us that 
in no other state in the union was the 
rate less than $5; we did not take the 
companies’ statement for anything. We 
got the records from their own books, and 
found exactly what they had been col- 
lecting. 


At practically the same time the Ne- 
braska Surety Underwriters Associa- 
tion got out a circular to banks and 
county Officials, calling , attention to 
provisions of the new law forbidding 
banks from offering the name of any 
one connected with them, either as 
officer or stockholder, on personal 
bonds; warning them that large bonds 
should be distributed among several 
surety companies, so that the entire 
security of county funds may not be 
dependent upon the success or failure 
of a single company accepting a bond 
larger than its capitalization; and giv- 
ing the results of state bonding board 
investigations to prove that a 50-cent 
tate is reasonable for depository bonds. 
Thus it looks as though the agents 
aren’t even going to fight among them- 
selves. 





Will Do Monthly Business. 


The Pittsburg Casualty will go into 
the monthly payment business begin- 
ning Jan. 1. Several men are being 
considered for the position of man- 
ager of the new department. The Pitts- 
burg has had a good year and will show 
premiums of $85,000, and an 11 percent 
loss ratio. It operates in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and West Virginia. 





What Companies May Write. 


The Treasury Department circular of 
Dec. 21, showing capital, net surplus 
and lines surety companies may write 
under the 10 percent rule shows no 
changes from the figures given in the 
circular of Nov. 1 except in the case 
of two companies. The Bankers Surety 
is now credited with $53,463 net surplus 
and its net line is $55,346. The net 
surplus of the Title Guaranty & Surety 
is given as $591,525, which includes 
$150,675 paid in on new capital and 
surplus. Its net line is now $139,152. 





Year Has Been Successful 


The Chicago branch office of the 
Travelers has done about 30 percent 
more liability business this year than 
last, and the loss ratio is lower. Man- 
ager N. J. Westerhold attributes a con- 
siderable part of the gain to the in- 
spection service, which has resulted in 
improvements and rate reductions that 
have enabled the office to get the busi- 
ness. He says the company has made 
money on automobile ability in Chi-

IN CHICAGO SURETY OFFICES 





New Local Board of Fidelity & Deposit 
Very Strong—Question of Bonds 
at City Hall 





Conkling, Price & Webb, general 
agents of the Fidelity & Deposit at 

icago, have reorganized the com- 
pany’s local board of directors. The 
board as now constituted is one of the 
strongest it would be possible to or- 

nize in the city. It consists of the 
ollowing: James B. Forgan, president 
of the First National bank; George M. 
Reynolds, president of the Continental 
National bank; Ralph VanVetchen, 
vice-president of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank; Henry A. Haugan, vice- 
president of the State Bank of Chicago, 
and Adolph Nathan, capitalist. 


The surety business done by the 
Chicago branch office of the American 
Bonding amounted to $40,000 in pre- 
miums. This was an increase of about 
$6,000 on the company’s Chicago bond- 
ing business in 1908. Considering that 
this was the first year of the branch 
office the showing is good. 

George K. Thomas, general agent of 
the Bankers Surety at Chicago, has 
dane this year a business of about $70,- 
900 in premiums, including $5,000 re- 
ported from the agency of O. W. 
Huncke. This gain of about $29,000 
aver last year was made without get- 
ting any very large premiums. 

John McGillen, general agent of the 
United Surety, has beaten his last year’s 
record on premium income by 25 per- 
cent, running about $50,000 in premi- 
ums. 


Representatives of surety companies 
in Chicago are considerably interested 
and stirred up by local newspapers on 
the subject of surety bonds at the city 
hall. Recently the board of public im- 
provements sought to get other city 
departments to cooperate with it in re- 
fusing bonds of the National Surety, 
American Bonding and United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty, with each of 
which the board of local improvements 
is in controversy over bonds for main- 
tenance of pavements. About the same 
time a dispatch from Washington called 
attention to the war Congress is mak- 
ing on the new rates and claimed that 
the city of Chicago was also the victim 
af extortionate rates. This has been 
followed by numerous interviews with 
local public men, several of whom have 
expressed themselves as much opposed 
to the position of the surety companies. 

Most of the advances in rate at the 
city hall are on contract and deposi- 
tory bonds, on which the city pays the 
premiums indirectly, and on fidelity 
bonds on employes in offices, which it 
is said the city now pays. On many 
of these fidelity bonds there has been 
no rise in the rate per $1,000, but the 
minimum premium has been made $5 
instead of the smaller amounts prevail- 
ing in the past. As many of the bonds 
call for only a minimum premium, the 
ey of increase in rates on these 

as been high. 

Surety men themselves admit that 
there are objectionable features in the 
situation at the city hall and at the 
county building as well. One man who 
has been talking for publication is said 
to have been using his official influence 
to swihg business to his brother, who 
is a surety broker. The activity of 
one official in the county building in 
the matter of influencing the placing 
of surety bonds has bees criticized for 
a year or more. One alderman, who 
is an insurance broker, is said to get 
more or less rake off on certain city 
fhall bonds. City Comptroller Wilson 

a local vice-president of the National 
_ but if he ever has been criti- 
cized for using his official influence in 





the company’s favor, the criticism has 
been of an extremely quiet nature. 

The banks of the city have bid down 
the interest rate on city money one- 
half of one percent because the surety 
companies raised the rate on depository 
bonds one-fourth of 1 percent, and, 
having got the interest rate down, a 
number of the banks paid nothing for 
their bonds, but gave personal ones. 

Regarding rates on contract bonds, 
surety men call attention to the losses 
paid right in Chicago under such bonds. 
The National Surety paid one loss of 
$149,000 resulting from failure of the 
Star Construction Company, which was 
building the Thirty-ninth street inter- 
cepting sewer. The United Surety in 
1907 and 1908 completed three schools, 
two engine houses and one isolation 
hospital. The Empire State Surety 
also did some work for the city. 

The Chicago branch office of the 
American Surety has enjoyed a very 
successful year. Premium income has in- 
creased and losses have decreased. The 
installation of the private wire service 
to the home office was the main feature 
of the year in the Chicago branch. All 
branch offices at far west as the Pa- 
cific coast are now sending their im- 
portant communications for the home 
office to Chicago and having them tele- 
graphed from there, and receiving re- 
plies the same way. The Chicago office 
is able to consult the home office on 
all matters of importance and give its 
patrons practically home office service 
without delay. 





Closes Des Moines Office 


According to a Des Moines news- 
paper, the branch office of the Fidelity 
& Casualty in that city has been closed 
and the employes transferred to the 
St. Louis branch office. For about a 
year and a half previous to last summer 
the company had been very active in 
developing lowa under Wm. T. Sowers, 
resident manager. It built up quite an 
agency plant and business, but at an 
expense justified only by prospects of 
future profits. When Mr. Sowers re- 
signed to enter the local fire insurance 
business Robert L. Dutton, the St. 
Louis manager, took charge at Des 
Moines also. The agency plant in the 
state having been established, it is not 
surprising that the company has cut 
out the expense of a local branch office. 





Ready for Fidelity Lines 

The Ocean has notified Joseph E. 
Callender, general agent at Chicago, 
that it will be ready to write fidelity 
business in Illinois in the immediate 
future. The company has been writ- 
ing this line in other states for several 
months, but the Illinois requirements 
about deposits that foreign companies 
must have caused delay in entering that 
state for fidelity business. 





Knocks Out Guaranty Law 


It is the opinion of those best posted 
on the situation in Kansas that the 
death knell was sounded for the state 
bank guaranty law of that state when 
Judge Pollock of the United States cir- 
cuit court held it inoperative at this time 
and granted the injunctions prayed for 
by the national bankers of the state. 
Judge Pollock also held that any stock- 
holder in a state bank may compel the 
directors to refrain from participating 
under the provisions of the law. 

The law was passed at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature and a majority of 
the state banks have availed them- 
selves of its provisions. Under its pro- 
visions national banks cannot partici- 
pate in the insurance offered depositors 
by the state. These banks claim that

this provision is a discrimination against 
them. 

In passing upon the constitutionality 
of the law, Judge Pollock said in part: 

In the light of authorities it must be 
held, a legislative enactment that confers 
special privileges and benefits on a class 
which, by the law, and not by conditions, 
are denied to another class, in the same 
business or calling, and which privileges 
and benefits so conferred on the favored 
class may be and are employed to impair 
and destroy the business of those belong- 
ing to the excluded class, is inhibited by 
the provisions in the Fourteenth amend- 
ment to the national constitution. And 
more especially must this be true, I 
think, in a case such as this, where the 


business conducted by the excluded class 
is not only of the same nature and char- 
acter as that transacted by the favored 
class, and is conducted in the same city, 
town or locality and in competition, one 
class with the other. 


An appeal will likely be taken from 
the decision, although the attorneys for 
the state are silent as to their inten- 
tions on this point. 


Making Gains in Wisconsin 
Special agents of surety companies 
who travel Wisconsin report that the 
business is showing a steady growth 
in that state. Having only one large 
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city and a heavy foreign population, 
Wisconsin has been backward in tak- 
ing up corporate suretyship. It is 
noted now, however, that probably 10 
percent of the bonds filed in many 
courts are corporate bonds, while a few 
years ago all the bonds were personal. 





Burning Building Clause 

Quite a little interest in accident cir- 
cles is being taken in the burning build- 
ing double indemnity clause. The 
Aetna Life and Preferred have both had 
cases recently in which attempts were 
made to collect where it could not be 
shown that the accident had been caused 
by the burning building. In one case 
the death of the man was due to his 
own carelessness and was not caused 
by the burning of the building at all. 
If a woman is cooking with a gasolene 
stove which catches fire and burns her, 
also possibly setting fire to the build- 
ing, manifestly her injuries are not 
due to a burning building under the 
meaning of the policy. In one case a 
company contested a claim arising from 
cigarette smoking while in bed. The 
bed clothes were all burned, but the 
building itself was little damaged. The 
assured, however, made a claim under 
the burning building clause. The 
court’s construction was that the acci- 
dent must be caused by the burning 
building. 





Viewed with Suspicion 

The West Virginia department in its 
December Bulletin issues a warning to 
the citizens of the state regarding 
Everybody’s Corporation, which by its 
advertising has attracted considerable 
attention among insurance men. The 
department says in its December bul- 
letin: 


The literature that is being distributed 
by this company from its Chicago office is 
of such a character to condemn it in the 
minds of those familiar with the earn- 
ings of insurance companies and subsid- 
iary concerns. It is not deemed neces- 
sary to comment further upon the plans 
and inducements offered by this com- 
pany, except to say we sincerely trust the 
citizens of this state will investigate this 
stock very thoroughly before consider- 
ing the purchase of same, as this de- 
partment has not been able, so far, to sat- 
isfy itself that the chances will be even 
for a reasonably profitable investment. 





Decision on Liquor Bond 

A judgment for $1,237 against the 
American Surety as surety on the 
bond of a saloonkeeper has been af- 
firmed by the Indiana Appellate Court 
in a case in which the saloonkeeper sold 
beer and whisky to a man on a cold 
Sunday in January and he “froze to 
death” on his way home that night, be- 
ing found on the highway next morning 
unable to speak and dying soon after- 
wards. The saloonkeeper died in a 
short time after the incident, but the 
court decides the surety is liable to the 
widow for “loss of support,’ ’the right 
of action against the surety not abat- 
ing because of the death of the saloon- 
keeper. 





Merely a Technicality 


The American Bonding is to con- 
sider itself as properly slapped on the 
wrist. The National Laundryman of 
Chicago accuses burglary insurance 
companies of standing off claims on 
technicalities. While no particular 
company is mentioned, A. U. Quint, 
of the American Bonding, says his is 
the company aimed at. The company 
has refused to pay a claim of $181 to 
the Imperial Laundry of Chicago. 
There seems to be no doubt that bur- 
glars took the money. The “techni- 
cality” is that the proprietor admits, 
according to Mr. Quint, that the safe 
was not locked and had not been for 
two months, that, in fact, he had in- 
structed the clerks not to lock it as he 
was sometimes annoyed by forgetting 
the combination.

quire at its head a specialist who would 
give it his entire time. He should have 
knowledge of the time and means of 

getting before the public. 

The committee realized this need and 
set to work to secure such a man. The 
management of the bureau was offered 
to one of the popular western insur- 
ance commissioners who has a splen- 
did knowledge of fire insurance and 
whose personality would enable him to 
attract the attention of the public. He 
was urged to accept. The committee 
held the place open for him for a num- 
ber of weeks but he decided not to 
take it. 

The committee then tendered the 
position to another man connected with 
a western department whose work and 
sound views have been watched with 
keen interest by insurance men. After 
some weeks of consideration he also 
declined. It is seen, therefore, the 
committee endeavored to procure a 
competent man, one who had the pe- 
culiar ability to handle the important 
post. 

Now the enthusiasm has waned and 
as stated, sentiment has changed to a 
certain extent. It is not thought the 
publicity work will be abandoned but 
the feeling exists that it will not be 
carried forward with the same zeal and 
system as was originally anticipated. 

It is said the future of the publicity 
movement will be put up to the next 
meeting of the Western Union, but in 
the meantime the committee will doubt- 
less utilize, to some extent, the serv- 
ices of I. S. Blackwelder, who recently 
becdme connected with the governing 
committee’s office. 

The companies are looking into the 
work of field organizations and state 
fire prevention bodies to ascertain what 
they are doing. They will perhaps find 
in them an opportunity for performing 
some public service and a means of 
coming into more direct contact with 
the people. The companies will first 
ascertain whether these various or- 
ganizations are entirely within the law 
and whether the time and expense spent 
in their work are justifiable. 





Liability Insurance in Joplin

First—The mine inspector should be 
supported by legislative action so that his 
recommendations can be enforced. 

Second—All employers and employes 
should exercise every diligence and care 
to prevent accidents, but we must bear in 
mind that even with all diligence and care 
exercised there will be some accidents 
that can not be avoided, for human judg- 
ment is not infallible, and where are 
numbers of men are employed some will 
become careless and indifferent. 

Third—The insurance companies should 
make rigid and frequent inspections of 
the properties they insure. They have it 
then in their power to cancel the insur- 
ance if their recommendations for greater 
care are not observed. 

Fourth—And this, it seems to me, is 
the final solution: The companies will 
carry their own insurance. Whether this 
will be done by each concern handling its 
own losses in their respect, or whether a 
few companies will combine and together 
carry out the plan of inspection and the 
greater care in operations, is a matter 
that experience will determine. 

Fifth—The operators must ever keep 
before them the unity idea, and do every- 
thing in their power to preserve and 
maintain conditions so that they will con- 
tinue to have good prices for their prod- 
uct. For with good prices they can hire 
skilled laborers and put responsible men 
with good wages in responsible positions, 
and they can also afford to use every ex- 
penditure that will in any way tend to- 
wards greater caution and care in mining 
operations. 





NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


TOWNS MAKE IMPROVEMENTS 








Several Minnesota Villages Add to Their 
Fire Protection Facilities—Steel 
Corporation Helps 





Improvements in fire protection, some 
of which will mean important reduc- 
tions in rates, are being made by a 
number of Minnesota towns. 

At Raymond, Minn., plans are being 
made for the digging of a deep well. 
which is expected to furnish an ample 
supply of water, and for the construc- 
tion of a reservoir in which to store a 
reserve supply of water. The digging 
of the well will be begun after Jan. 1, 
but work on the reservoir cannot be 
commenced until spring, on account of 
the weather. The town now has a 
Walker engine and will purchase 500 
feet of new hose in the near future. 

After many months of agitation the 
village of Gilbert is putting in a com- 
plete new water system at a cost of 


$125,000. In this it is receivin sub- 
stantial assistance from the United 
States Steel Corporation, which has 


laid a main from the Fayal mine two 
miles distant from the town and will 
not only supply all the water for the en- 
tire village from a large pump in the 
mine, but will pipe one addition. The 
new system will be completed in about 
two months. 

Keewatin is installing a gravity sys- 
tem water works. The supply will be 
furnished from a well and there will 
be a tank in connection having a capac- 
ity of 1,800 barrels. A new fire hall has 
recently been erected and two new hose 
carts and a hook and ladder apparatus 
have been purchased. 

Great improvement in the matter of 
fire protection is shown in Eveleth, 
Minn., which was recently examined by 
insurance men with a view to rerating. 
Frame structures are being rapidly re- 
placed by brick costing from $5,000 to 
$80,000. A new water tank with a ca- 
pacity of 30,000 gallons supplied from 
St. Mary’s Lake is nearly completed, 
having been tested recently and stand- 
ing the examination. This will give the 
city waterworks system a pressure of 
from forty to seventy-five pounds. 





Natural Gas Causes Alarm 


The insurance agents of Topeka, 
Kan., are endeavoring to get the city 
authorities to do something to improve 
the dangerous conditions in that city 
caused by leakage of natural gas 
from the mains. Fire Marshal Wil- 
marth has advised the people of the 
city to keep their cellars open as much 
as possible to prevent the accumulation 
of gas. The most dangerous conditions 
are said to exist in the neighborhood of 
Seventh and Jackson streets. 





Kalamazoo to Improve Protection 


Since the recent disastrous fire in 
Kalamazoo, that city has taken steps to- 
ward improving its fire fighting facili- 
ties. New hose and a duplicate boiler 
for the big steamer will be purchased, 
also additional equipment for No. 6 fire 
station. It is proposed to connect the 
city water mains with the Bryant paper 
mill pond in order to insure a good 
water supply in case of extreme need. 
During the recent fire, water in the 
city wells was reduced at the rate of

Fire Alarm System Poor 


“The city’s fire alarm system is little 
better than a pile of junk and a net- 
work of wires,” declares the Herald of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. The common 
council of that city has appropriated 
$12,000 toward the purchase of a new 
system, but in place of a new system an 
effort has been made to tinker up the 
old plant. Twelve new registers have 
been installed, but it is claimed that the 
system is not improved and that there 
is no assurance that even one fire alarm 
box in the city will work properly when 
pulled.

Reed City, Mich., will install the Game- 
well fire alarm system. 


Chief Doll of the Fond du Lac, Wis. 
fire department, has issued an order to 
business men to clear out all waste mat- 
ters from buildings at once. 


A rush order for 1,000 feet of fire hose 
has been placed by the fire department at 
Racine, Wis., to replace the equipment 
damaged in the recent fire. 


Saginaw, Mich., will hold a special elec- 
tion, probably in February, to vote on 
the question of issuing bonds for recon- 
structing the waterworks plant. 

The Prescott steam pump, with a daily 
capacity of 6,000,000 gallons, recently in- 
stalled at Kenosha, Wis., has been tested 
and found entirely satisfactory. 


The new aerial truck, recently ordered 
by the Milwaukee fire department at a 
cost of $6,975 and one of the most modern 
of its kind, is expected to arrive within a 
few days. 

The recently installed Baldwin tele- 
phone fire alarm system at Whitewater, 
Wis., was given a trial this week, but 
failed to satisfy the officers of the fire 
department. 

The city of Marshall, Mich. has voted 
to purchase a new combination hose and 
chemical wagon, also a hook and ladder 
truck. The new apparatus will be de- 
livered in April. 

Among the northwestern towns which 
have recently made important improve- 
ments in the matter of fire protection 
are Velva, . and Hawley, Minn., 
both of which have installed waterworks 
systems and may in consequence ex- 
pect a reduction in their rates in the near 
future. 


Building Inspector Winterrowd of In- 
dianapolis is preparing a revision of the 
building code of the city. The present 
ordinance requires a twelve-inch wall for 
a two-story brick dwelling and requires 
only the same thickness for a _ factory 
building, the floors of which carry a 
much heavier load. He will include in the 
ordinance regulations for reinforced con- 
crete, not covered in the present measure. 

Judgment has been entered in_ the 
Clark county court, at Jeffersonville, Ind., 
in favor of the Union Surety and Deposit 
Company, trustee for the bondholders, 
against the Jeffersonville Water Supply 
Company, foreclosing a mortgage on the 
property and ordering its sale, to satisfy 
a judgment for $200,000 and interest, 
$82,406. This sale, it is believed will 
solve the water supply troubles, partly 
cleared up by the construction of a new 
pumping station three years ago. 





To Depend on Reinsurance 
The promoters of the new Standard Fire 
of Hartford say the company for the 
first five or six years will depend largely 
on reinsurance sécured from other Hart- 
ford companies.

PROPOSES CHANGES IN LAWS 





Summary of Legislation Which Super- 
intendent Lemert of Ohio Will 
Seek—Attorney-General Has Bill 





Much legislation having an important 
bearing on the status of the insurance 
business in Ohio, and affecting all kinds 
of insurance interests in the state, is 
proposed by Superintendent C. C. 
Lemert of that state. All the proposed 
bills, which will be introduced at the 
coming session of the general assem- 
bly, when it meets in January, are de- 
signed for the better protection of Ohio 
policyholders and to aid the department 
in securing information concerning the 
true condition of a company when it is 
being examined. Some of the bills, 
thus proposed, are summarized as fol- 
lows: 


A bill containing standard provisions 
and prohibitions for health and accident 
policies as approved by the National Con- 
vention of Insurance Commissioners. 

A bill to limit the capital stock, divi- 
dends and distribution of assets of stock 
life insurance companies organized under 
Ohio laws. 

A bill making loss claimants —— 
creditors when a fire insurance compan 
z unable to pay in full aH of its liabili- 

es. 


A bill to supplement Section 3686, R. S. 
requiring all assessments of mutual pro- 
tective associations to be made directly 
and specifically upon the members and to 
be so _ by them and not out of any 
fund deposited with the association or 
other trustee in anticipation of assess- 


ments. 

A bill to amend Section 3606, R. S., 
make it conform to recent legislation. 

A bill to supplement Section 280, R. 8S. 
giving the superintendent of insurance 
power to call for information in writing 
at any time, from any insurance company 
in relation to its doings or condition or 
any other matter connected with its trans- 
—, in addition to its annual state- 


to 


of Sm giving the superintendent of in- 
surance power to call for information in 
writing from any national bank, state 
bank, state bank and trust company or 
private bank relating to any financial 
transaction between it and any insurance 
company. 

A bill to punish any officer or em- 
ploye of any insurance company, fraternal 
beneficiary association or assessment 
association, who mutilates, destroys or 
falsifies any of its books, records or 
papers or withholds or conceals any of the 
same from the superintendent of insur- 
—_ or any of his examiners. 

A bill to supplement Section 3636, R. S., 
limiting the number of proxies a member 
may vote in a mutual insurance company 
other than life to twenty, and prohibit- 
ing a paid officer of such company from 
voting a proxy. 


Sec. 3606 R. S., which is to be mod- 
ernized, is the law providing for the fil- 
ing of a copy of the charter of a com- 
pany making application for an Ohio 
license; for the filing of its last annual 
report and such other information as 
the laws provide. The bill proposed to 
limit the capital stock, dividends and 
distribution of assets is designed to pre- 
vent repetition of the circumstances 
which have brought about the state’s 
controversy with the Union Central 
Life, of Cincinnati, and the bill pro- 
posed to make loss claimants preferred 


creditors grows out of the failure of 
the Ohio German of Toledo. 

Judge Lemert also has other im- 
portant legislation in contemplation, but 
it has not been formulated, as he is 
awaiting information concerning the 
working of similar legislation in other 
states, where it is in force. 

In connection with his annual report. 
Attorney-General U. Grant Denman of 
Ohio has recommended to Governor 
Harmon the enactment by the general 
assembly, at its coming session, a law 
modeled on the New York statute 
putting insolvent insurance companies 
under the jurisdiction of the state su- 
perintendent of insurance for liquida- 
tion. Attorney-General Denman has 
conferred on this plan with Superin- 
tendent Lemert, who has a bill of this 
kind in contemplation, but not yet 
drawn. He is now in correspondence 
with Commissioner Hotchkiss of New 
York, concerning the operation of the 
law in that state. 

The law is designed to conserve the 
assets of a failed company, and like sev- 
eral bills already drafted by Superin- 
tendent Lemert, had its inception in the 
conditions arising from the wrecking of 
the Ohio German Fire last spring. 





Barnett Buys Into Firm 


J. G. Barnett, for many years cashier 
in the Cook county department of the 
Home of New York, who for the last 
year has been in Los Angeles, has re- 
turned to Chicago and has purchased 
an interest in the agency of ReQua, 
Enger & Co. The firm name will now 
be ReQua, Enger & Barnett. 





Boosters’ Banquet at Des Moines 

The annual banquet of Boosters 
Club of the Century Fire of Des Moines, 
composed of agents who have written 
$1,000 in premiums during the past 
year, was attended by fifty agents and 
officers at the Savery Hotel in Des 
Moines Tuesday night. Following the 
program of toasts, President George J. 
Delmege gave his annual address, in 
which he asked the agents to assist in 
the campaign for the repeal of the 
Blanchard anticompact law and for the 
enactment of antidiscrimination and 
state fire marshal laws. The response 
was unanimously in favor of the sug- 
gestions. Auditor Bleakly was the 
guest of honor. The agents presented 
Secretary John Bynon with a gold 
watch and chain.

and arrangement and are claimed by 
th defense to be good testimony for 
the cause of the insurance companies. 
The depositions are those of insurance 
agents from almost every corner of 
the state, and while practically all of 
the agents have agreed that they re- 
ceived the ratings issued by the El- 
dridge bureau all have brought out the 
fact that they were in no way bound 
by the contents. 

Depositions Show Freedom on Bates 

With hardly an exception they claim 
that the rates, tariffs and supplemental 
sheets received are used by them as 
guides in fixing rates, but are in no 
way binding as to the rates to be 
charged for insurance sold by them. 
So far as evidence tending to show 
that these rates were binding on any 
of the purchasers is concerned, it has 
been a minus quantity. On the con- 
trary, the state’s depositions have as- 
sisted the insurance companies’ attor- 
neys in proving their contention that 
the purchase of the ratings was for 
advisory purposes and not for the pur- 
pose of establishing a fixed rate for the 
issuance of insurance policies. 

The state has fallen down on every 
point which it has sought to establish 
and those who are familiar with the 
remaining evidence to be _ produced 
think that the case will either be 
thrown out of court or result in a find- 
ing for the defendants as soon as the 
state’s evidence has been completed. 

State Agent Wippell of the Queen 
and State Agent Gardner of the Na- 
tional of Hartford testified to prac- 
tically the same effect as the local 
agents.
